Dreicer particularly abhors 
the “Civil Liberties martini” which gives equal 
rights to the gin and vermouth. His choice is 
the William Jennings Bryan martini which fol- 
lows Bryan's silver. formula of 16 to 1. .

Food Preparation Time Cut to Almost Uncanny Degree 
In Secret Experiments With Microwave Cookery — 
Public Unveiling Is Scheduled for This Autumn 


behind electronic eookery lies in 
that last fact. The “Radarange” 
does not replace the familiar 
oven, the skillet, the saucepan. 
In a sense it belongs in the cate- 
gory with the pressure saucepan.

When the 
microwaves hit the food they 
are absorbed and become fric- 
tion or heat, and cooking takes 
place, actually within the com- 
modity. Where there is no food, 
there is no heat. The glass or 
china or plastic or paper con- 
tainers remain cool. So does the 
oven itself. You can reach in 
and pull out a sizzling plate of 
bacon and your bare fingers 
won't regret it. This means that 
the oven is easily wiped clean, 
too. 

Metal containers for food are 
to be avoided. In contact with. 
the metal oven they would be- 
come hot. A more important 
objection to metal is that it re- 
sists microwaves and cooking 
can only take place from above 
instead of from all sides and 
beneath as with other con- 
tainers. 

Electronics involves a new 
concept of cookery. As the man- 
ager of one Boston restaurant 
remarked: “I like it. I wouldn't 
be without it. Whenever we get 
pressed and our steam table
